the budget and not acted upon at 
this session of the legislature, it 
is highly doubtful if the site which 
has been offered by the Torrance 
city council will be set aside any 
longer.

You have declared yourself will­ 
ing to support such a project on 
previous occasions, and we would 
be grateful for your continued and 
final effort now.

Logical Site
The 578th Engineers Battalion, 

composed largely of Torrance men, 
is now meeting in San Pedro and 
Manhattan Beach. A Torrance 
armory would be the much more 
logical meeting place. Such an 
armory is ideal, furthermore, be­ 
cause it would be the pivotal spot 
for such communities as Redondo 
Beach, Hermosa Beach, Lomita, 
Gnrdena, and Wilmington.

We are, furthermore, in the cen­ 
ter of a critical defense area which 
was constantly under special guard 
during World War II.

Many Use* *
There are many purposes which 

the Armory would serve. It could 
be an additional civic building, 
available for assemblies, meetings, 
and other ciVic and social func­ 
tions. It could also be used as a 
headquarters for rescue operations, 
temporary housing, or an emerg­ 
ency hospital in the event of dis­ 
aster.
